1. SWEDISH MFA OFFICIAL CONFIRMED TO EMBOFF JANUARY 24 
THAT SWEDEN'S POLICY ON GUINEA-BISSAU HAS NOT CHANGED 
AND THERE IS NO REASON TO BELIEVE IT WILL CHANGE ANY 
TIME SOON. POLICY, AS OUTLINED STOCKHOLM REFTEL, IS 
THAT SWEDEN WILL WITHHOLD RECOGNITION UNTIL GUINEA-
